To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Uttoxeter  Rural  Distriet  Council 
A4r.  Chairman,  Mrs,  Thornton  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1964.  This 
has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  No.  1/65. 

There  was  a  slight  fall  in  the  birth  rate  in  the  Uttoxeter  Rural 
District  in  1964 — 16.45  compared  with  18.69  in  the  previous  year. 
It  will  be  remembered  that  1963  was  a  boom  year  for  babies  and 
had  the  highest  birth  rate  ever  recorded  in  your  district. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  rose,  however,  and  when 
expressed  as  a  percentage  of  legitimate  births  gives  a  figure  of  6.64 
compared  with  3.62  in  1963.  This  rising  illegitimacy  rate,  which  is 
in  accordance  with  the  national  trend,  is  a  sad  reflection  on  our 
modern  ‘with  it’  world  in  which  moral  principles  and  social  con¬ 
ventions  are  derided  or  ignored. 

There  were  five  stillbirths  during  the  year.  All  these  confine¬ 
ments  took  place  in  hospital  and  in  three  cases  the  stillbirth  was 
due  to  an  abnormality  of  the  placenta. 

Two  infant  deaths  occurred.  The  children  concerned  were 
aged  two  months  and  eight  months  respectively ;  both  cases  had 
a  severe  infection  of  the  bronchial  tract.  One  of  the  main  reasons 
for  the  marked  reduction  in  infant  mortality  in  the  past  few  decades 
is  the  control  which  we  have  gained  over  infectious  diseases  both 
by  immunisation  and  by  the  use  of  antibiotics.  The  control, 
though  considerable,  is  not  complete  and  every  now  and  then,  as 
in  these  two  instances,  a  fulminating  infection  proves  resistant  to 
known  forms  of  treatment.  Fortunately  these  are  rare  in  your  dis¬ 
trict. 

The  pattern  of  mortality  in  childhood  has  radically  altered,  and 
the  control  of  traditional  infections  has  left  accidents  and  cancer  as 
the  major  causes  of  death  in  childhood,  with  congenital  abnor¬ 
malities  also  of  great  importance.  The  Children’s  Nightdresses 
Regulations,  passed  during  1964,  imposed  requirements  of  low 
flammability  on  fabrics  used  to  manufacture  children’s  nightdresses, 
and  were  a  welcome  addition  to  the  legislation  designed  to  reduce 
the  number  of  accidents. 

The  general  mortality  rate  in  1964  dropped  from  10.15  to 
8.48.  50%  of  the  deaths  in  your  district  were  associated  with 
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diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels,  in  other  words  the  degenera¬ 
tive  diseases.  Of  these  24  were  due  to  coronary  heart  disease,  but 
only  7  of  these  occurred  under  the  age  of  65  years.  In  coronary 
heart  disease,  as  with  the  other  degenerative  diseases,  more  than 
half  occurred  in  the  age  group  75  years  and  over.  Bronchitis,  one  of 
the  main  killer  diseases  as  far  as  the  whole  country  is  concerned, 
was  responsible  for  only  5  deaths  in  the  Uttoxeter  Rural  District 
which  would  indicate  that  the  relatively  unpolluted  atmosphere 
which  the  inhabitants  of  the  district  enjoy  is  an  important  health 
factor. 

So  far  as  infectious  diseases  in  the  general  population  was 
concerned  1964  was  a  good  year — very  few  measles,  a  reduction  in 
the  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  2  cases  of  whooping  cough  and 
only  1  case  of  dysentery.  An  unusually  high  number  of  cases  of 
anthrax  in  cattle  occurred  in  November.  General  Practitioners 
were  alerted  but  no  case  of  anthrax  in  a  human  being  was  notified. 

Reference  is  made  in  greater  detail  elsewhere  in  this  report  to 
progress  in  housing,  and  the  various  water  and  sewerage  schemes. 

With  regard  to  housing,  the  redevelopment  of  Rocester  con- 
tined  during  1964.  The  wind  of  change  is  not  always  welcome, 
especially  to  our  older  inhabitants  to  whom  change  means  a  dis¬ 
ruption  of  the  way  of  life  they  have  always  known.  There  is  no 
doubt,  however,  that  improved  housing  conditions  with  modern 
amenities  contribute  to  health  and  happiness,  and  it  remains  to  be 
seen  what  benefits  accrue  to  the  inhabitants  from  the  ‘face  lift’  in 
Rocester. 

In  a  rural  district  such  as  yours  where  practical  and  economic 
problems  are  considerable,  for  91.8%  of  the  houses  to  have  a  piped 
water  supply  is  very  satisfactory,  but  there  are  certain  parts  of  your 
district  where  a  water  supply  is  still  badly  needed,  notably  the 
Hollington  Lane,  Stramshall,  Croxden  Village  and  Nabb  Lane 
areas. 

The  position  in  1964  with  regard  to  sewage  and  sewerage  was 
less  gratifying.  Schemes  in  Bramshall,  Marchington  and  Draycott- 
in-the-Clay  are  urgently  required,  but  by  the  close  of  the  year 
some  progress  had  been  made. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Ward, 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  to  the  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspectors  Mr.  Nutter  and  Mr.  Wood  (who  joined  the  department 
in  June,  1964)  and  to  the  clerical  staff.  I  would  also  thank  my 
fellow  officials  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance  throughout  the 
year.

On  the  map  Uttoxeter  Rural  District  forms  roughly  the  shape 
of  the  letter  ‘C’.  Derbyshire  lies  along  its  inner  or  eastern  border 
with  the  exception  of  the  middle  part  where  the  Urban  District  of 
Uttoxeter  is  situated  between  it  and  Derbyshire.  On  its  outer  or 
western  border  Uttoxeter  Rural  District  is  bounded  by  Stone  and 
Stafford  Rural  Districts.  To  the  north  lies  Cheadle  Rural  District, 
and  to  the  south  Lichfield  and  Tutbury  Rural  Districts. 

The  district,  comprising  seventeen  parishes,  is  mainly  agri¬ 
cultural,  and  is  aptly  described  by  the  phrase  ‘a  green  and  pleasant 
land.’ 

The  administrative  offices  are  situated  in  the  township  of 
Uttoxeter,  which  is  also  the  shopping  and  marketing  centre  for  the 
Rural  District. 

The  main  concern  of  the  district  is  of  course  farming,  but 
alternative  employment  is  offered  at  Mayfield  by  a  silk  mill,  and  at 
Rocester  by  a  cotton  mill  and  an  excavator  vehicle  factory.  The 
latter  is  a  growing  concern  which  has  attracted  additional  population 
to  the  district,  and  to  Rocester  in  particular. 

In  addition  the  area  includes  a  very  large  military  establish¬ 
ment  which  also  employs  civilian  labour,  and  which  has  some  of 
the  largest  workshops  in  the  country.

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GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICE 


Laboratory  Facilities 

The  district  is  served  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
Stafford,  which  is  directed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  for 
the  Ministry  of  Health.  Samples  and  specimens  submitted  by  the 
general  practitioners  and  the  Public  Health  Department  are 
examined  and  reported  on.  An  advisory  service  is  also  available  in 
the  event  of  an  outbreak  of  an  infectious  disease  such  as  food 
poisoning,  and  on  these  occasions  the  helpful  advice  of  the  Director 
is  much  appreciated. 


Ambulance  Service 

A  24  hour  Ambulance  Station  is  maintained  in  Uttoxeter  by 
the  Staffordshire  County  Council ;  this  has  been  under  radio 
control  since  1956.  The  Station  is  manned  by  a  personnel  of  23 
men. 


Nursing  Service 

During  1964  the  Rural  District  of  Uttoxeter  was  served  by  6  nurses, 
4  of  whom  acted  as  a  District  Nurse/Midwife/Health  Visitor  for  the 
parishes  they  serve,  viz.  : 

(i)  Okeover,  Stanton,  Mayfield,  Wootton,  Ramshorn  and 
Ellastone. 

(ii)  Leigh,  Kingstone  (Gratwich)  and  Croxden. 

(iii)  Uttoxeter  Rural  and  Kingstone  (except  Gratwich). 

(iv)  Marchington  and  Draycott-in-the-Clay. 

The  parishes  of  Rocester,  Denstone,  Abbots  Bromley  and 
Blithfield  were  covered  for  Health  Visiting  by  District  Nurse/Mid¬ 
wife/Health  Visitors  serving  adjacent  parishes. 


Clinics 

During  1964  the  Staffordshire  County  Council  provided  at 
Heath  House,  Uttoxeter,  a  School  Clinic,  an  Infant  Welfare  Centre, 
an  Ante-Natal  Clinic  and  a  diversity  of  ancillary  services. 


Chiropody  Service 

This  service  which  was  made  available  to  Old  Age  Pensioners, 
Handicapped  Persons  and  Expectant  Mothers  by  the  Staffordshire 
County  Council  in  1962  continued  to  operate  throughout  1964, 
treatment  being  domiciliary  or  at  the  Heath  House  Clinic  according 
to  need. 
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Domestic  Help  Service 

The  service  is  provided  by  the  local  health  authority  under 
permissive  powers  deriving  from  Section  29  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1948.  In  your  district  20  part-time  Helps  have  been 
employed  during  the  year  and  30  cases  have  been  assessed.

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TUBERCULOSIS 


During  the  year  under  review  no  new  cases  of  tuberculosis 
were  notified  and  no  deaths  occurred  due  to  this  disease.  This  is  a 
happy  state  of  affairs  in  your  district,  but  the  number  of  new 
notifications  and  deaths  in  the  country  as  a  whole  are  a  reminder 
that  one  cannot  be  entirely  complacent  with  regard  to  tuberculosis. 

True,  the  incidence  of  the  disease  has  declined  markedly  over 
the  years.  The  average  number  of  notifications  for  Staffordshire 
for  the  1958-1962  period  was  39  compared  with  27  for  the  year 
1963.  The  figures  for  your  district  over  the  past  20  years  are  given 
below.

However  tuberculosis  is  still  a  more  frequent  cause  of  death 
than  any  of  the  other  notifiable  acute  specific  infections,  and  while 
improved  economic  and  social  conditions  have  played  a  part  in 
reducing  the  incidence  of  this  disease  the  traditional  preventive 
measures  and  contact  tracing  must  be  pursued  with  vigilance. 

These  include  the  mass  radiography  service  and  BCG  vaccina¬ 
tion  of  contacts  and  in  schools. 
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With  regard  to  BCG  vaccination  in  schools  this  service  is 
offered  to  all  children  in  the  first  year  of  the  senior  school.  It  is  a 
pity  that  more  parents  do  not  give  their  consent  for  tuberculin 
testing  to  be  carried  out,  for  it  not  only  sorts  out  those  suitable  for 
vaccination  but  brings  to  light  those  in  whom  there  is  a  strong 
positive  reaction  and  in  whom  an  annual  incidence  of  tuberculosis 
of  the  order  of  3.50  per  1,000  may  be  expected  in  the  next  years. 
These  strongly  positive  reactors  need  supervision  and  this  is 
usually  arranged  with  the  chest  physician  for  both  them  and  their 
contacts.  For  other  positive  reactors  to  the  tuberculin  test  it  is 
sufficient  to  arrange  an  annual  attendance  for  X-ray. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Service  is  available  to  inhabitants  of 
the  Uttoxeter  Rural  and  Urban  Districts  on  the  3rd  Tuesday  of 
each  month  when  the  van  is  sited  in  the  Brewery  Yard,  Uttoxeter.

An  X-ray  is  of  course  part  of  the  medical  examination  for  all 
Council  employees. 

Prophylaxis  Against  Infectious  Diseases 

As  you  are  aware  the  Staffordshire  County  Council  is  the 
responsible  authority  throughout  the  county  with  regard  to  immu¬ 
nisation  and  vaccination. 

In  this  section  of  the  annual  report,  however,  it  is  customary  to 
include  for  your  information  the  numbers  in  your  district  in  the 
various  age  groups,  who,  according  to  the  records  held  in  the  Area 
Health  Office,  were  protected  against  infectious  diseases  during  the 
year  under  review. 

The  present  position  with  regard  to  prophylactics  is  somewhat 
complicated.  The  schedule  of  protective  injections  approved  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  and  offered  by  the  Staffordshire  County

POLIOMYELITIS 

In  October,  1961,  the  Minister  of  Health  announced  that 
following  extensive  trials  Sabin  (oral)  vaccine  had  been  approved  as 
safe  and  effective  for  use  in  protecting  against  poliomyelitis.  Sup¬ 
plies  were  made  available  during  1962. 

Accordingly  the  following  tables  give  figures  for  protection 
against  poliomyelitis  by  injection  and  also  orally.  The  oral  or 
‘sugar  lump’  method  was  given  as  a  primary  course  of  three  doses 
in  a  high  proportion  of  cases,  and  also  as  a  fourth  dose  in  the  5-11 
year  old  group  as  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Thornton  and  Gentlemen, 

Once  again  I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the 
work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate  for  the  year  1964. 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  came  into  force 
during  the  year,  and  due  to  the  appointment  of  a  further  additional 
Public  Health  Inspector,  it  was  possible  to  carry  out  inspections  of 
all  the  affected  premises  in  the  Rural  district. 

Apart  from  initial  difficulties  in  respect  of  applications  for 
registration  of  premises,  the  enforcement  of  the  Act  has  gone 
smoothly,  and  co-operation  was  given  by  the  majority  of  persons 
concerned. 

During  the  year  the  demolition  of  the  properties  in  the  Rocester 
Clearance  Area  was  completed,  and  re-development  of  the  site  is 
proceeding. 

Little  progress  was  otherwise  made  in  dealing  with  unfit 
dwellings,  and  there  are  many  properties  in  Marchington,  New- 
borough,  Leigh  and  Kingstone,  which  were  included  in  the  1955 
survey  still  awaiting  action  under  the  Housing  Acts. 

With  the  acquisition  of  building  sites  at  Marchington,  New- 
borough  and  Leigh,  it  is  anticipated  that  housing  work  will  be 
accelerated  in  the  near  future. 

It  was  possible  to  inspect  all  the  licensed  premises  in  the 
district.  Sanitary  accommodation  at  some  public  houses  was  found 
to  be  poor,  and  notices  were  served  for  necessary  repairs  and 
decoration. 

In  many  cases,  however,  improvement  works  are  necessary 
before  a  satisfactory  standard  can  be  reached,  as  the  siting  of  many 
of  the  sanitary  conveniences  is  most  unsuitable. 

It  was  necessary  to  serve  only  one  Statutory  Notice  during  the 
year,  this  being  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

In  all  other  cases  work  was  done  after  serving  of  informal 
notices  or  by  verbal  persuasion. 

I  would  record  my  appreciation  of  the  work  done  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  and  Miss  Hodgkins  the  Clerk/Typist.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

A  fortnightly  refuse  collection  service  has  been  maintained 
during  the  year,  and  approximately  3,250  premises  have  been 
served,  the  number  of  refuse  bins  emptied  being  3,450.  A  regular 
collection  is  also  made  from  bins  at  County  Council  road  lay-bys 
and  also  litter  baskets  in  the  district. 

The  vehicles  used  are  now  two  modern  Shelvoke  and  Drewry 
16  18  cu.  yd.  tipping  vehicles,  and  as  an  auxiliary  vehicle  a  Bedford 
4-ton  truck.  The  personnel  consists  of  two  Driver/ Loaders  and 
four  Loaders. 

There  is  a  general  increase  in  the  bulk  of  refuse  collected, 
bearing  in  mind  the  increased  number  of  houses  built,  and  the 
changing  nature  of  the  refuse  itself  due  to  the  practice  of  pre¬ 
wrapping  many  products  formerly  sold  loose. 

A  total  of  16,956  miles  was  covered  by  the  vehicles  during  the 
year  in  respect  of  refuse  collection,  disposal,  and  tip  maintenance. 
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NIGHTSOIL  COLLECTION  SERVICE 


Although  the  number  of  pails  has  been  reduced  to  approxi¬ 
mately  800  the  mileage  for  the  vehicles  engaged  on  this  work  has 
remained  fairly  constant  and  for  1964  was  13,066  miles. 

By  working  overtime  a  regular  7  day  collection  service  has  been 
afforded  with  only  slight  variation  at  holiday  times. 

Although  new  sewerage  schemes  or  extensions  of  existing 
schemes  have  in  recent  years  been  undertaken  in  Abbots  Bromley, 
Rocester  and  Mayfield,  the  nightsoil  collection  service  is  still  very 
necessary  for  the  unsewered  parishes  and  outlying  districts. 

Collection  is  also  made  from  9  schools  (55  pails)  in  the  district. 
Pending  the  provision  of  a  sewerage  scheme,  arrangements  have 
been  made  to  include  the  pails  from  the  new  school  at  Marchington. 

In  addition  the  vehicle  is  used  for  the  emptying  of  pails  and 
tanks  at  Uttoxeter  Racecourse,  and  also  25  properties  in  the 
Uttoxeter  Urban  area. 

The  cost  of  this  work  is  re-chargeable  upon  the  Urban  District 
Council.

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

One  application  was  approved  under  Section  3  of  the  Act  for 
the  installation  of  a  mechanical  stoker. 

Contraventions  of  the  Act  were  few  and  all  were  dealt  with 
informally. 

LICENSED  PREMISES 

Inspections  of  all  licensed  premises  in  the  district  were  carried 
out  during  the  year. 

Notices  were  served  where  necessary  for  repairs,  decoration, 
etc.,  and  improvements  were  suggested  for  many  premises. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  most  of  the  work  of  repair  and  decoration 
had  been  carried  out,  but  at  some  public  houses  works  of  improve¬ 
ment  are  essential  before  there  is  any  worthwhile  raising  of  the 
standard  of  hygiene  and  convenience. 

In  appropriate  cases  it  was  pointed  out  to  the  firms  concerned 
that  the  siting  of  sanitary  conveniences  in  open  yards  is  considered 
undesirable,  and  that  when  improvements  are  carried  out  the 
sanitary  accommodation  should  be  relocated  so  as  to  be  accessible 
from  the  inside  of  the  building.

FOOD  HYGIENE 

The  majority  of  shops  in  the  rural  area  are  of  the  small  family 
type  business  and  generally  they  are  well  maintained. 

40  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  and  6  for 
the  preparation  and  manufacture  of  preserved  food. 
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Several  mobile  shops  also  operate  in  the  area,  some  are  based 
in  neighbouring  districts,  others  in  this  district.  The  standard  of 
these  mobile  food  shops  varies  greatly.  Many  of  the  operators  try 
to  carry  all  kinds  of  food  on  the  vehicle,  which  in  many  cases  are 
old  single  decker  buses  and  totally  unsuitable  for  the  use  to  which 
they  are  put. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES  AND  KNACKER  YARD 

The  two  slaughterhouses  and  knacker  yard  in  the  district  have 
generally  been  well  kept  throughout  the  year.
